References (20020009068), (6449266), (6535548) and (6385232) are additionally cited 
because they are pertinent to the claimed invention. 

-Regarding to independent claim 1, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a 
system wherein the system comprises, in combinations, a first correlator, a second correlator and 
a decorrelator, in associated with limitations recited in claim. 

-Regarding to independent claim 9, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a 
method wherein the method comprises, in combinations, procedures of determining a plurality of 
correlation outputs corresponding to a correlation between the composite signal and each of a 
plurality of CDMA codes; determining a correlation matrix corresponding to a correlation among 
each of the plurality of CDMA codes, and determining a plurality of output values, each output 
value corresponding to each of plurality of CDMA codes, based on the plurality of correlation 
outputs and an inverse of the correlation matrix.
